$46,500 in Building Permits 


Town To Conduct Census 
As Basis For Govt. Grant 


EDMONTON: About 50 per cent 
of the large flow of immigrants to 
Alberta in the past few years has 
been composed of agricultural 
workers and persons bound for 
towns and villages throughout the 
province, according to federal im¬ 
migration officials. 

The movement for this year is 
jilst beginning. So far two boat 
loads have docked in Eastern 
Canada. - 

"Of course, despite the number 
who come to this country as ag¬ 
ricultural workers, there is actual 
ly no way of telling how many 
stay on the farms," one official 
said. 

Although they begin their new 
life in this country on the farm, 
he pointed out, many answer the 
cad of industry and the lure of 
the larger cities. This holds true 
in Alberta, as well as the eastern 
provinces (Ontario and Quebec re¬ 
ceive must ol the immigrants). 

With many large and small in¬ 
dustries being developed in this 
province, immigrants who start 
out as farm woilcers are luted 
away by the higher wages offered 
by the oil industry and the con¬ 
struction companies engaged in 
building industrial plants and de¬ 
fence establishments. 

Most of those destined for Al¬ 
berta’s farms are from Western 
European countries, other tharl 
Great Britain. And of this goup, 
the majority is from Holland. 

Officials said there is no way of 
forecasting the number of immi¬ 
grants who will come to the pro¬ 
vince. this year; the number from 
Holland is expected to be about 
the same as in -1952, when the to¬ 
tal was somewhSat more than 2.500 
persons. 

A fair number of' immigrants 
find their first homes in Alberta's 
towns and villages, rather lhan on

go. Here again there is a tendaney 
for subsequent movement to larg- 
ei centres. ' 

The reason seems to be that they 
hear more about the opportunit¬ 
ies in the cities. An immigration 
official said that in his opinion 
there actually are more opportun 
ities available for immigrants in 
the smaller settlements, although 
there often is the problem of ac¬ 
commodation. 

“Anything that can be done to 
encourage settlement of the coun¬ 
try's newcomers in the province’s 
towns and villages, certainly will 
be welcome,” he added. 

Things that immigrants coming 
to Alberta farms find amazing are 
the immensity of the holdings and 
the modern farm machinery. New 
•types of machinery are only be¬ 
ginning to become available on 
the relatively small farms in Eu¬ 
rope. 

Considerable confusion existed 
as the week ended with the an¬ 
nouncement that most of the 16 
nations participating in the Inter¬ 
national Wheat Agreement had 
agreed to a maximum price of 
$2.05 a bushel for wheat. Fly in 
the ointment was that Great Bri¬ 
tain signified it was not willing to 
l>ay more than $2. 

The significance of the agree¬ 
ment, particularly from the Can¬ 
adian farmer’s point of view, was 
greatly reduced, observers felt, if 
Britain could not be persuaded to 
accept the $2.05. After all. Britain 
is expected to take some 40 per 
cent of Canada's wheat export this 
year and has always been this 
country's main market. 

The $2.05 is an increase from 
the former agreement setting a 
price of $1.80 as top. New floor 
price was set at 51.55, which fawn 
leaders in Alberta felt was too 
lew.

trolling wild oats in Vsugar beets 
and seed peas, but insufficient ex¬ 
perimental evidence has been ob¬ 
tained in southern Alberta to re¬ 
commend the use of this chemical. 

Even though IPC and some other 
chemicals may help in the control 
o'f the wild oat, their use in grain 
crops is not feasible. 

The chemists and reasearch 
workers are continuing their ef¬ 
forts to find the right chemical 
and its proper use for billing wild 
oats under all conditions. Until 
such time as a more satisfactory 
system is available, it would seem 
that cultural and cropping mea¬ 
sures must be used. 

Several cultural methods of 
control are of value. All have a 
certain degree of merit, and a 
combination of two or more of the 
methods may give the best results. 

No guarantee of the efficiency of 
these methods is possible, for var¬ 
iations in the local and seasonal 
conditions can change the expect¬ 
ed results of any of them. 

Shallow Tillage 

All tillage operations on wild 
oat infested land should be made 
ar shallow depths. Because of the 
fact that wild oat seeds must be¬ 
come thoroughly dried before they 
can germinate, and also because a 
good proportion of the seeds which 
are deeply buried remain viable, a 
system of shallow tillage is es¬ 
sential. Shallow tillage will allow 
seed to remain near the sot sur¬ 
face tlnd dry out in so far as pre¬ 
tailing conditions permit, will noi 
allow dormant seed to become 
deeply buried, and will prevent 
re-infestation of the surface soil 
from the lower soil levels.

Seeding Through 
Heavy Trash 

(D. T. Andersoft, Ag. Engineer) 

Recent reports indicate that soil 
drifting is still occurring in scat- 
ered areas pf the Canadian and 
American spring and winter 
wheat belt. A combination of un- 
-pi otected, dry pulverized soil, and 
wind! is all that is required to re¬ 
mind us forcibly of the ever pre¬ 
sent threat of wind erosion. The 
crop seedin'; season is still one of 
the hazardous periods. In spite of 
good crops and good, plentiful sup 
ply of protecting trash on fallows, 
many operators cover this trash 
with their, spring cultivation and 
fail to carry sufficient protection 
on their seed b^ds. Occasionally 
heavy trash may present a p ro |,_ 
lem in the spring especially when 
fields are stuhbled in. The quest¬ 
ion of handling these fields will 
face many farmers this spring. 

The combination of disc tillage 
and a press drill has boon found 
entirely satisfactory for stubbling 
in on trash, which has resulted 
from crops of 30 bushels or less in 
Southern Alberta. Trash heavier 
than Ihis may interfere with drill¬ 
ing. resulting in uneven germina¬ 
tion and emergence. 

The one-way disc typo seeder 
will handle about the same quan¬ 
tity of trash as stated above. A 
good packer has been found nec¬ 
essary to provide uniform germ¬ 
ination. The packer had to be us¬ 
ed with caution on heavy soils, es¬ 
pecially when very moist, or pud¬ 
dling mav become serious enough 
to hinder emergence. 

Blade seeders have given excel¬ 
lent results in thosq areas where 
the weed population Is mostly an¬ 
nual weeds The operator must pay 
attentio nto the proper control of 
depth of seeding for best results 
v ijh this se>>der. Additional tillage 
may be required if noxious weeds 
are present and a packer or tread- 
er is advisable on all but the hea¬ 
viest soils.
